mander in the field. But in many 
quarters the report, if not correct, 
was regarded as being only slightly 
in advance of the facta. 

Such official information as the 
State Department had today from 
what had once been the vast aual 
empire indicated very little re;

Train in Tunnel Takes Fire After Buck- 


NEW YORK, Nov. 1.---Eighty-five 
bodies had been taken late tonight 


from what is known as the Malbone- 


street tunnel“ on the Brighton 
Beach line of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company, where a five-car 
train, running at high speed, jumped 
the track on a curve and struck the 
side wall with such terrific force 
that the first car was demolished and 
the others “buckled” until they were 
jammed against the roof of the tun- 
nel. 
Dist.-Atty. Lewis of Kings county 
declared the accident was due to 
recklessness on the part of the mo- 
torman, who had been employed as 
a train dispatcher and was pressed 
into service because of a strike 
which became effective today. 
“The motorman is gone,’ Mr. 
Lewis said. “The claim adjusting 
department appears to have kidnap- 
ed him” 
Police Commissioner Enright 
echoed the assertion of Mr. Lewis. 
“The accident appears to have 
been the result of a green motor- 
man cunning his train at an ex- 
cessive rate of speed. The police 
now are searching for this man.” 
An investication of the wreck 
was in progress late tonight at the 
offices of the Public Service Com- 
Missio The Rrooklivn Rapid 
Transi Company had made no state- 
ment concernine the wreck. 
PACKED TO GATES. 
The wrecked train was packed to 
the gates with home-going men, 
women and children.

Between Chateau Salins 
Moyenvic, no less than five systems 
of parallel trenches have been dug. 
Still two more lines have been 
mapped out farther back. A dou- 
ble system of dugotts and machine 
gun emplacements has en built. 
Another system has been organized 
defending the heights of Juvelise 
and Donnellay, passing near Bourde- 
noy, following the southern edge of 
Bots Maizeres and reaching to the 
heights of Acricourt. This is a sys- 
tem protected by electric wires, the 
current being furnished by high ten- 
sion generators. — 

The purpose of these lines is to 
protect the roads of Chateau Salins- 
Morhange-Saarbourg. In addition a 
great reserve zone has been cre- 
ated in Lorraine, north of the forti- 
fied district of Metz, stretching across 
some forty kilometers, from which 
all civilians are barred. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
NORTHWEST OF VERDUN, Oct. 
30.—(By the Associated Press.) 
There have been many indications in 
the last few days that the Germans 
intend to retire as slowly and 
strategically as possible from their 
present positions, especially west of 
the Meuse and possibly withdraw en- 
tirely from the non-German soil. The 
vicinity of Metz will continue to be 
the pivot of this retreating move- 
meit, because of its strategic impor- 
tance. 

Much evidence of this intention 
on the part of the enemy is espe-< 
clally recognizable, on the front of 
the American Second Army in the 
Woevre. Deserters from the German 
lines and prisoners corroborate this 
information. 

Even reports of artillery having 
been sent from the front, east of 
St. Quentin to the Metz and Vosges 
regions have been received, and it 


tearing up narrow gauge railways 
on some sectors. 

Meanwhile the Germans are or- 
ganizing strong defense positions on 


the front of the Second Army. The 
artillery has been echeloned at 
great depth, and corps and divi- 


sional headquarters are being moved 
to the rear. 

The theory is that the Germans 
intend to hold stubborniy to this 
sector, while swinging backward on 
the north, pivoting on Metz. The 
Germans show great nervousness on 
the American front.

Hall was hurried in an am- 
bulance to the Alhambra Hospital, 
where it was stated that an artery 
of the head had been severed by 
the bullet, and he has no chance of 
recovery”. The body of Mrs. Hall 
was removed to the undertaking 
Parlors of Utter & Allen.

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Fogel Victim of Plot to Get Rich Holdings, 
Is Latest Théory. 


„uz heavy holdings in the In- 
spiration mine, a profitable produc- 
ing property at Miami, Ariz., were 
the stakes for which the murderers 
of Reuben Fogel played when they 
killed him in an unoccupied house 
on West Twenty-seventh street is a 
theory upon which special investi- 
gators were working yesterday. 

The belief is Advanced that the 


murder was the outcome of a care- 
fully-arranged plot, the probability 
being that someone more or less 
familiar with the bond broker’s af- 
faire desired to get him out of the 
way. ‘It is pointed out that with 
Fogel dead and his two sons in the 
army it might be an easy matter 
to depreciate in the widow's esti- 
mation the real value of the min- 
ing stock and to pick it up at a 
ridiculously low figure. Detectives 
believe that such a Plan might have 
been In the minds of the Slayers and 
that they probably hoped 
nda to wheedle the 
widow into dis of th 
posing e mine 
The police say they do not know 
Just how much stock in the Inspira- 
tion mine was owned by Fogel, but 
seme of his business associates 
have expressed the belief that he 
probably held at least $20,000 worth 
of shares in copper alone. It is be- 
lieved that he also had some stock 
in Arizona gold mines. He had made 
one fortune in mines at Leadville, 
Colo., and was susceptible to min 
ing stock deals. 


YSTERIOUS INQUIRY.; 


A new angle in the murder 
mystery developed late yesterday 
when a mysterious stranger called 
the Nick Harris detective agency 
over the telephone and wanted to 
— out his information in the case. 

e man asked Mr. Harris if he 
would pay for information: Mr. 
Harris rep! that he was not work- 
ing on the case, but that df any 
facts were obtainable he would un- 
dertake to handle them through the 
Police and compensate the in- 
formant to the best of his Ability.
